staying aloft for about one hour, 

5, Jet aircraft with swept-back wings, rudder and elevator as- 
sembly, painted silvery, length six to eight meters, practiced 
flying at the field between 8 and 11 a.m. and 18;3o’and ls2o ra. 
on 6.8 and lo February 195o» The individual pianos were aloft 
for about one to one and a half hour.

comment s 

a. two sources again confirm the presence of swept— back wing 
jet aircraft. The highest number of jet pianos observed ::.t the 
field at the scric t ins v;as 31. Lore Jet planes are probably 
stationed there . It Is assumed that two component fighter- 
regiments of the III F“ r Corns are stationed In f inow. The 
regiments are apparently being reequipped with jet planes. 

b. two sources report that the jet planes stayed in the air 
for one to one and a half hour* The correctness of this 
statement cannot be judged. The longest flying time so far 
observed was 45 minutes, efforts are being made to ascertain 
the correct time of flight of the jet planes. 

c. From the information in para 1 It may be concluded that 
an air unit was transferred from Oranienburg to Finow. This 
assumption has not been confirmed.
